Hartnell College students will 
be among some three million 
persons from 1350 college cam- 
puses across the nation who will 
participate in one of the first 
big political happenings of the 
strife-torn 1968 presidential 
election year. 

CHOICE ’68, the first na- 
tional student mock primary 
election ever to be held in 
America’s colleges and universi- 
ties, happens next Wednesday, 
April 24. 

Time 

Since Michigan State Univer- 
sity graduate Robert Harris first 
presented CHOICE ’68 to the 
nation through Time magazine, 
the election has met with un- 
precedented approval on all 
sides. Endorsed by current 
president Lyndon Johnson, po- 
litically favored by major and 
minor candidates for the presi- 
dency, CHOICE ’68 has also 
gained a great deal of under-age 
voting support. Students who 
have heretofore been content to 
simply voice their opinions will 
now be able to have them tabu- 
lated, and perhaps see them be- 


come dark-horse undermining 
forces of the fateful election 
year. 


The goal of Harris’ CHOICE 
~*68 will be to determine which 
of 14 listed presidential candi- 
dates will garner the support of 


America’s legally under-aged, 
but vitally interested, college 
generation. Also included on 


the ballot are three questions 
considered to be among major 


issues of political importance at 
this time. The course of action 
in Vietnam, bombing procedures 
in North Vietnam, and home- 
front urban-crisis measures will 
also confront CHOICE ’68 vot- 
ers. 
Candidates 

The 14 presidential candidates 
on the CHOICE ’68 ballot in- 
clude President Lyndon John- 
son, who recently announced his 
non-candidacy, and_ the _ late 
Reverend Dr. Martin Luther 
King, fatally wounded two 
weeks ago in Memphis. The ex- 
ecutive offices of CHOICE ’68 
have since prepared a statement 
to be issued with the ballots 
which will cover the inconsis- 
tencies. Other candidates are 
Republicans Mark Hatfield, John 
Lindsay, Richard Nixon, Charles 
Percy, Ronald Reagan, Nelson 
Rockefeller, and Harold Stassen; 
and Democrats Robert Kennedy, 
and Eugene McCarthy; and In- 
dependent George Wallace. The 
Socialist Worker party is repre- 
sented by Fred Halstead. 

Who’s Eligible 

Commissioner of Public Re- 
lations George Turnbull is pres- 
ently spearheading publicity 
proceedings for the Wednesday 
primary. Turnbull stresses that 
there will be no restrictions or 
obligations placed upon CHOICE 
68 voters, and that eligibility 
for voting hinges solely on en- 
rollment in the college. He 
points out that the primary was 
developed for the persons under
